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Trade  Surplus  Narrows  -  The  U.S 

agricultural  trade  surplus  declined  $60 
million  during  April  to  $1.5  billion. 

Farm  product  exports  slipped  $33 
million  below  March’s  level,  while 
imports  advanced  $25  million.  The 
cumulative  trade  surplus  for  October 
1991  to  April  1992  amounted  to  $12.3 
billion,  up  25  percent  from  the 
year-earlier  period  (table  3). 

Exports  Continue  Slipping 

Seasonally  lower  shipments  of 
oilseeds,  cotton  and  tobacco  more 
than  offset  increases  for  wheat  and 
coarse  grains,  resulting  in  a  1 -percent 
decline  for  total  agricultural  exports. 
However,  April  1992  exports  exceeded 
their  year-earlier  value  by  $50  million 
as  wheat,  meat,  and  soybean 
shipments  substantially  outperformed 
last  April’s.  Seven-month  cumulative 
farm  product  exports  totaled  $26.3 
billion  compared  with  $23.2  billion 
during  the  same  period  a  year  ago. 

Wheat  export  rebounded  13  percent 
above  March’s  volume  to  3.2  million 
tons,  with  larger  shipments  to  Egypt, 
Japan,  Taiwan,  Bangladesh,  and 
several  smaller  markets.  Wheat 
prices  continued  to  climb  in  April,  with 
export  unit  values  averaging  $135  per 
ton.  As  recently  as  January  1992, 
averages  were  less  than  $120;  in  April 
1991 ,  about  $100.  About  one-third  of 
the  $3  billion  increase  in  U.S. 
agricultural  exports  this  year  is 
attributable  to  larger  wheat  shipments. 

Corn  exports  also  recovered  in  April, 
to  3.6  million  tons,  following  a 
temporary  drop  during  March  when 
shipments  to  Japan,  the  former  Soviet 
Union,  and  Korea  fell.  April’s 
increases  reflect  larger  shipments  to 
Japan,  Taiwan,  Algeria,  and  Mexico. 

Soybean  exports  fell  10  percent  in 
April  to  1 .5  million  tons  with  sharply 
reduced  shipments  to  Western 
Europe,  especially  to  Spain  and  the 
Netherlands.  Increased  exports  to 


Japan  and  Taiwan  offset  some  of 
these  losses,  and  total  export  tonnage 
exceeded  April  1991’s  1.1  million  tons. 
South  American  crops  have  been 
harvested,  but  longshoremen’s  strikes 
in  Brazil  have  impeded  exports. 

U.S.  cotton  exports  during  April  fell  to 
155,000  tons  worth  $217  million  as 
prices  continued  to  drop  and 
availability  from  other  sources 
increased.  There  were  reduced 
shipments  to  Japan,  Korea,  and 
Southeast  Asian  markets. 

Grain  sorghum  exports  reached  a  new 
high  in  April,  1.1  million  tons,  slightly 
exceeding  the  record  of  1  million  tons 
set  in  February.  More  than  5.4  million 
tons  have  been  shipped  during  the 
current  fiscal  year,  1 .4  million  above 
the  previous  year,  with  most  of  the 
additional  demand  coming  from 
Mexico  whete  dry  conditions  reduced 
last  year'^fcrop,  and  excessive  rdins 
have  dari^&ged  current  crops.

Major  Export  Markets  Gain  -  U.S. 
agricultural  exports  to  most  principal 
markets  showed  stable  growth  over 
the  last  3  years,  with  Japan  remain¬ 
ing  the  leading  customer  by  far.  How¬ 
ever,  exports  to  Mexico  outpaced 
those  to  the  former  Soviet  Union 
and  Korea,  while  shipments  to  EC 
members  continued  to  erode 
(table  4).
